OUR "SOFT" POLICY 
Adolph Berle's testimony before a house 
un-American activities subcommittee, as re- 
lated by ILs chairman, Rep. John McDowell, 
offers some more backRround to a story that 
has been coming out piecemeal since the war 
ended. It Is a story of national .nelf-ln teres t, 
wishful thinking and realistic appraisal 
which divided our state department In Its 
policy toward Ru.^sla, 

Mr, Bcrle. as a wartime as.slstant secretary 
of state, was right In the midst of the differ- 
ences. As a realLst. or member of the gct- 

■ tough-wlth-Ru.'islan group, he was on what 
turned out to be the losinR side. So he 
requested to go rolling down to Rio as ambas- 
sador to Brazil. 

He was called before the subcommittee to 
tell about Alger HLw, whom he Identified as 
a mlnor-offlclal member of the department's 
pro-Soviet bloc. But his testimony also added 
-a general footnote to a fateful chapter In our 
diplomatic history. Other parLs of the chapter 
appear In the Harry Hopkins papers and In 
the memoirs of William C. Bullitt, former am- 
bassador to Russia. 

One way to look at the wIiol.e story Is to call 
It water over the dam. Another la to call it a 
significant event In history which deserves 
close study. At any rate, the motives that 
' guided both groups seen fairly clear. Both 
admitted the obvious need of supplying Rus- 
sia with the tools to make that help more ef- 
fective. After that the differences com- 
menced. 

The wishful- thinking, or pro-Bovlet, group 
seemed to take Premier Stalin's wartime talk 
about "democracy" and his public praise of 
hla allies at face value. They seemed to think 
our friendly assistance and the bond of com- 
mon peril had worked a reformation in the 
Kremlin. 

There may have been communist agents 
In the department, as charged, who encour- 
aged and profited from these sentiments, 
tellectuala interested In the communist philo- 
sophy." which is what Mr. Berle says Whlt- 
taker Chambers called the Hiss brothers and 
others like them, may have been their eager 

■ and TinwJttinjf^Btctoges. But ic is almost ccr- 
tfiin that taany people, Ift' and 6ut of govern- 
ment, wore deceived by their own decent Im- 
pulses. Th^y hopefully thought that Mr. 
Stalin would do what they would do. if they 
were ho. It would appear, from the Hopkins 
papers, that Mr. Hopkins and President 
Roosevelt were among thcic last. 

The group to which Mr. Berlo adhered 
thought otherwise. However brave and friend- 
ly the Russians might be, they could not for- 
get the past. They remembered the RIbbL.. 
trop-Molotov pact, the FlnnLsh war, and the 
partition of Poland. They remembered the 
Mandst long-range goal of world rcvolutli... 
and conquest. They reasoned that Russia 
needed ua as much as wo needed her. They 
thought a policy of firmness and a limit to 
concessions were vital to this nation's security 
and to the'peace of the world. They lost the 
argument. 

It is useless to say that Mr. Roosevelt was 
chanEflng his opinion of Stalin Just before his 

■ death, or to Bpcculato on what ho might have 
done. The fact Is that It was up to Mr. Tru- 
man to tackle the postwar Job of dealing 
with Russia according to the "soft" policy 
then in force. It must be admitted further 

■ that Mr. Truman was much l;i the position 
of a baseball rookie called In from the bull- 
iwn to pitch in a world series game without 
being warmed tip. and almost without know- 
ing what the score was. 

It seems clear today that much anxiety, cx- 
: pense. unrest and crisis would have been 
avoided if Mr. Berle's group had carried Its 
point. That is a negative discovery. But the 
leason of the wartime state department feud 
may still have a positive value in the Job of 

■ dealing successfully with Russia and assuring 
peace— a Job that still ilea ahead and un- 
solved.
